This error made by the Office in replacing 100% with 1100% is material, as it 
changes the scope of the claim dramatically. The error has a great bearing on an individual's 
comprehension of the invention because a different composition is created by using the 
1 100% by weight measure instead of the correct 100% by weight measure. Thus, the error 
must be considered material as it radically changes the scope of the claim and the nature of 
the claimed invention. 

Applicant has herein complied with the requirements of 37 C.F.R. § 1.221(b) in 
establishing that a material error has been made in the publication of a patent application by 
the Office. As a result, Applicant respectfully requests that the above-referenced application 
be republished in its correct form without the error. Additionally, Applicant believes that no 
fee is due in connection with this request.
